98,150 ; horses, 4,655; sheep, 125,452; and swine, 
376,191 ; their estimated value being 1,853,115/., 
that is, about one-half what the people of this 
rite 2b le sage | the poorer part, pay as tax for 
permission to chew, snuff, and smoke a certain 
American weed, called tobacco. 

This is the result of more than 60 years of a free 
trade with the finest pastoral country in the world ; 
the only pastoral country conveniently near to 
England, and the only one from which cattle can 
be imported without payment of duty under the 
new Tariff. 

All the Irish cows and oxen exported, supposing 
them to be all consumed in England, would, as far 
as mere number goes, furnish a supply for Smith- 
field for seven months; but as they are, for the 
most part, lean, and their estimated value but 8/. 
a head, whereas the average of the kine slaughtered 
in Smithfield is about three times as much, they 
would, in fact, furnish a supply for London for 
only ten weeks! 

As to the Irish sheep, which, of course, include 
lambs, they are, in point of mere numbers, equal 
to something less than one-tenth part of that slaugh- 
tered yearly in Smithfield; indeed, they would 
hardly feed the town of Manchester for a single 
year, if fat and good, but as they are lean and bad, 
not for six months. 

But the Irish pig is the most formidable compe- 
titor of the English agriculturist. In 1835 the 
number iniported into England was 376,191, and 
their value 893,839/., which is but 47s. a head, or 
about half the average value of fed swine in Eng. 
land. For slaughter, therefore, their umber must 
be reduced to one-half, andfit must not be for- 


| gotten, at the same time, that the British agricul- 


turist-adds 100 per cent. to their value while he 
fattens them, or that upwards of 800,000/, of Eng- 


lish rural capital finds employment .in fattening: 


Irish pigs. In fact, the cattle of every description 
imported from Ireland are, for the most part, lean, 
and at least one-half their value before they reach 
the shambles is added to them by the pastures of 
England, and the superior skill of English agri- 
culturists, who, therefore, instead of complaining, 
ought to ‘be thankful for Irish, or any other im- 
portation. 

Such must inevitably be the case with any con- 
tinental country that can furnish us with cattle, 
and we have not the smallest doubt but that Adam 
Smith’s opinion on this point also, is perfectly cor- 
rect, “ Hat cattle,” says he, “could not be driven 
“so far. Lean cattle only, therefore, could be 
“ imported; and such pe ghar ve could interfere,

THE CHANDOS TESTIMONIAL. 


“ The ‘ Chandos Testimonial’ (says the Times) is a 
noble column or pillar of silver gilt, standing 4 feet 
6 inches high; its weight is 1,800 ounces, and its cost 
has been upwards of 2,0002 The base is composed of 
a richly fluted ground, which is divided into six circular 

estals, supported on lions cowchant, modelled after 
the celebrated lions at Stowe (his Grace's seat in this 
county). On each pedestal stands a most beautifully 
designed figure of an agricultural labourer, whose par- 
ticular occupatioh is pointed out by the various imple- 
ments of industry with which the figure is surrounded. 
The first is a plonghman, the second a shepherd, the 
third a sower, the fourth a reapers the fifth a mower, 
and the sixth a dairy-maid. h figure stands pro- 
minently forward, in front of a richly ornamented stand, 
on one side of which the armorial bearings of the Duke 
are accurately set forth, and on the other is the scroll, 
hearing the following 


* INSCRIPTION, 


“ * Presented by a very numerous body of the Farmers 
of Buckinghamshire, and other friends connected with 
agriculture, to Richard Plantagenet, Duke of Bucking- 
ham and Chandos, K.G. and G.C.H., on the 18th day 
of May, 1842, to record their admiration of public prin- 
ciples steadily maintained in unsettled times, and as a 
tribute of respect and gratitude for his services whilst 
Marquis of Chandos, as one of the representatives of 
his native county in Parliament, where for upwards of 
20 years he was the energetic, consistent, and success- 
ful champion of the agricultural interests of the United 
Kingdom.” This circular stand supports several splen- 
didly executed groups of cattle, horses, and sheep, and 
its cornice bears a highly wrought bas-relief, represent- 
ing the diferent stages of husbandry, and from a rustic 
ground above springs a richly fluted column, around 
which. stand three figures of English farmers, each 
bearing a seroll, on the first of which is inscribed— 





‘ Chandos, Church, and State ;’ on the next—‘ Chandos 
and the Corn Laws;’ and on the third and last— 
‘Chandos and the 50L Clause.’ The column is sur- 
mounted by a wheatsheaf, the Duke’s family crest, 
which forms a graceful and appropriate termination of 
the design.” 

A piece of plate more emblematic of the Duke 
of Buckingham’s principles could not have been 
devised. It is a pillar at the top of which is a 
wheat-sheaf, signifying that wheat cannot be too 
high; and at the bottom are the figures of la- 
bourers, signifying that labourers cannot be too 
low. The wheat-sheaf above and the sowers and 
reapers below, ratively expresses the principle 
that bread should be above the reach of the poor 
who toil to produce it, The motto on the wheat- 
sheaf is not stated, but in accordance with the de- 
sign it should be the “I wish you may get it ” ! 

The design, which has the merit of being strictly 
appropriate, is evidently borrowed from the soaped 
mast at fairs, a leg of mutton being stuck at the 
top and a group of hungry fellows clustered round 
the bottom. Such is the original sliding-scale 
which has suggested to the artist bearing the 
2 name of Papworth the idea of the 
column with labour at the bottom and corn at the 
top, the latter as high up as rents should be, the 
former = low down as wages.

The War in Syria. By Commodore Sir Charles 
Napier, K.C.B., &., &.. Two vols. Parker. 


Oar Opinion as to the wisdom of the war in Syria 
is véry generally known, and as to the wisdom of 
this book we have formed exactly the same opinion. 

Farther than this, we shall avoid meddling with 
it. Its materials are much too explosive. We 
leave them to whomever they concern: being pretty 
certain that the public are concerned the least. 
They knew sufficiently, before the book appeared, 
the headlong gallantry of the excellent Commodore, 
and his efficient conduct in these affairs ; and as to 
the alleged lamentable inefficiency of everybod 
else, this is not the source from which they will 
learn it most agreéably. 

The passages of the Commodore’s narrative are 
few, in which we avoid personal detail or profes- 
sional argument, the one never ble, and the 
other not always, to us, intelligible. These pas- 
sages, however, are freely and freshly written; and 
make us regret the more that they are so few. 
This is his notice of Alexandria. 


“ Alexandria is a tolerably good town, and is fast im- 
proving. The naval establishments of the Pacha are won- 
derful, and whatever may be said against Mehemet Ali, it 
must be admitted that no man of ordinary abilities could 
have in so short a time accomplished what he has done. I 
am not sure that the means employed were justifiable, but 
judging him by an Oriental standard, which is the only fair 
way oF judging him, he nist be considered an astonishing 
man. In ss than twenty years he has created an army 
and a navy, and a dockyard that would do credit to any na- 
tion ; he has constructed nine or ten sail of the line, and 
some of them very fine ships; he has made officers and 
sailors of his Arabs, and has instilled some of his own acti- 
vity into the minds of the indolent Turks in his service. 

“His dockyard is very complete; there is a large basin 
capable of holding all his squadron ; his storehouses are well 
built, and full of stores, and the whole establishment is well 
arranged. Everything is done in the arsenal. He builds 
his ships, makes his masts, yards, sails, rope, cabin furniture, 
compasses, quadrants, clothing for the crewa(out of his own 
manufactures), shoes, &c. ; he paints oil-cloths for the cabins 
of his officers, and even the sealing~wax and wafers they are 
supplied with are made in the arsenal. He is now con- 
structing a dry dock, which is, however, getting. on very 
slow, and I do not think they are going the right way about 
it. His principal officers, and, indeed, many of the inferior 
ones, have been brought up in our arsenals, and r per- 
fectly to understand their business. Outside of the dock« 

ard is.a tolerably well-built village for the wives and fami- 
lies of the crews, half of which are allowed to be on shore 
every night.” *

HER MAJESTY'’S THEATRE. 
The most crowded house of the season gave a 
welcome to Lablache on Thursday night, 
The old and universal favourite was never in 
better voice, and never more gloriously received.

Westeyan Mrnisters ann THE Income Tax.— The 
following is from a letter in the Morning Chronicle :— 
“I suppose the author of the Income Tax has not 
omitted to consider what are the best means of bringing 
his excellent friends, the Wesleyan ministers, under its 
operation. These gentlemen differ, ia point of pay, from 
the national clergy, and also from dissenting ministers of 
various denominations. The lean curate may have but 
50/., while the ‘fat rector has 1,000/. a year; the village 

astor may have but 60/., while his more fortunate 
thren in large towns and in the metropolis have from 
3001. to 6001. a year; but there is no such disparity 
among the Wesleyan ministers. So admirably are these 
matters managed by them, that while no man, however 
able, receives more than 3001 a year, none, at least no 
married man, receives less than 150/. a year. Certain 
it is, that the vast majority of Wesleyan ministers are 
liable to the Income Tax. But the question for Sir R. 
Peel’s consideration, and which, no doubt, he has consi- 
dered, is, how to bring the Income Tax machinery to 
bear upon the Wesleyan ministers? For they do not 
receive their salaries in the lump, Their incomes are 
made up of innumerable allowances, under various heads, 
They live in rent and tax-free houses ; these houses are 
furnished for their use ; each minister is allowed so much 
for his own board—so much a quarter for his own mis- 
cellaneous expenses—so much for his wife—so much for 
each child—so much for a woman servant—so much for 
washing—so much for coals, candles, &c.—so much for 
travelling expenses—so much for doctors’ bills, &c. &c. ; 
in short, it would be tedious to make out a perfect list 
of the items which constitute the real annual income of 
a Wesleyan minister.” 

Movement 1n THE Reportep Boroveus.—The “ wor- 
thy and independent” freemen of Sudbury are sadly 
diseomposed by their threatened disfranchisement. All 
the old dealers in the franchise commodity, of both 
political parties, wished well to the election petition, be- 
cause they hoped for an immediate new election, which 
would have kept “ things alive,” and new money in cir- 
culation. Now the Tories are universally abused, be- 
cause they overplayed the game by proving too much.

against them, was one of obtaining a quantity of watches 
aod chaing from Mr Sharman, a jeweller, of John street road. 
—Thomas —** said, on the 12th of January, Charles 
Wilsom came to the shop, and asked to look at some gold 
watches. He wished them to be sent round to No. 1§ 
Chadwell street, for a lady to look at. Witness asked him if 
he would like to see some chains, and prisoner told him he 
might bring some if he liked, Tie then left the shop, and 
witness followed soon after with three gold chains and the 
gold watches, Witness was admitted by the servant, and 
Charles Wilson came and asked him to go up to the drawing- 
room. On arriving there witness showed the watches and 
chains to the prisoner, who asked him to allow him to take 
them into another apartment.

THE ROEHAMPTON MURDER. 


Since the alteratioas that have taken place in the criminal 
law, the treatment of criminals, both before and after convic- 
tion, has been very materially modified. Formerly upon a con- 
vietion for murder the culprit was taken to a cell appropriated 
for the purpose, and kept in this cell, almost in darkness, and 
suffering many other privations, until the time came for him 
to ascend the scaffold, At the present time, however, pri- 
soners charged with murder are taken to a room in the 
chapel-yard, where they remain until their trial, and if con- 
victed, they again return to the same cell, and remain 
there in the charge of different wardsmen until the period of 
execution. The first occasion on which this cell was ap- 
propriated in the way above described was in the case of 
Greenacre. 

But for the provisions of the Central Criminal Gourt Act 
many difficulties would have been thrown in the way of the 
prosecution, by reason of the different juriadictions that were 
mixed up in the case. The offence, in the first instance, was 
committed in the county of Surrey. The prisoner was sub- 
sequently apprehended in Kent ; examined Selene a jantionel 
that —* and then brought into Middlesex for examina- 
tion; finally committed from that county; and, but for the 
provisions above referred to, it would have been difficult to 
have framed the case to have freed it from technical ob 
tions. It rests also with the judges at the Central Criminal 
Court to say whether a criminal shall be executed in the 
county where the alleged offence is committed, or in Middle- 
sex; and as Lord Denman, in passing sentence, merely men- 
tioned “a place of execution,” the convict will be executed 
at the Old Bailey, and not at Horsemonger lane, After sen- 
tence the Sheriffs now have it in their direction, not, how- 
ever, exceeding a period of 21 days, to fix the day when the 
execution shall take place; and it is understood they have 
ordered the sentence to be carried into effect on Monday next.
